Has No Fear For 
India’s Safety 


India has faced greater perils in 
the past two years than at any time 
for two centuries past, but such is 
her growing strength that there need 
be no fear for he: safety, declared 
Field-Marshal Wavell, Viceroy- 
Designate of India, in a farewell 
Order of the Day to the India Com- 
mand, says a Reuter telegram from 
New Delhi. 

Having paid a tribute to General 
Auchinleczs, the Commander-in- 
Chief, General Wavell said :—The 
Indian Army, reinforced by troops 
provided by the Indian Princes and 
by the Maharaja of Nepal, has 
grown into a great force, equipped 
“with modéfn weapons and trained 
for modern war. e Royal Indian 
Navy and the Indian Air Force, 
both vastly increased in numbers, 
have rendered notable service beside 
the Royal Navy and the R.A.F. 

“India is now strong. If, then, 
all continue with undaunted will to 
do their duty, there need be no fear 
for India’s safety. Great efforts 
are still needed io bring the war to 
a successful conclusion and remove 
from Asia the threat of Japanese 
domination. We will all work to- 
gether to bring this about.”

MINED 


Review in Official 


Communique 


A British Admiralty and Air 
Ministry communiqué last night 
states :— 

“The Admiralty and Air Minis- 
try have had under review the 
evidence gradually accumulated over 
a long period of the damage caused 
to Axis shipping by mining. From 
the nature of things, this evidence 
cannot be up to date, but it is 
known that not less than 400 enemy 
warships, supply ships and small 
craft have been sunk or damaged by 
mines laid in European waters since 
the outbreak of hostilities, and it is 
considered that the true figure is 
appreciably higher. 

‘‘Among recent successes by 
Bomber Command was the mining 
in the Baltic of the liner Gneisenau, 
of 18,000 tons, whilst the tanker 
Eurosee (of 11,000 tons), the trans- 

rt Wuri (of 7,000 tons), and the 

onsul Horn (of 8,400 tons) were 
destroyed by mines laid at earlier 
dates. 

‘‘ Offensive minelaying by all 
types of craft—surface and air—have 
forced the enemy to close many of 
his ports from Oslo to Bayonne from 
time to time, and have interrupted 
traffic in important waterways, such 
as the Kiel Canal. 

‘* Losses. inflicted on the enemy 
by mining have a resulted in 
a marked reduction in his coastwise 
traffic. Thus these operations: are 
contributing materi to the 
destruction of supply lines, on which 
his armed forces depend in their 
attempt to hold down the occupied 
territories of the Allies.”

Two Axis ships were sunk, 
another which was set on fire had 
to be beached, and three more were 
damaged and left at a standstill 
after being attacked by Fighter 
Command ‘typhoons and Hurricanes 
early yesterday,” says the British 
Air Ministry News Service.

Monopolising Control 


The companies, and four of their 
officers, are charged with violation 
of the Anti-Trust Laws. They in- 
clude the National Lead Co. and 
its President, the E. I. Dupont de 
Nemours and Co.; and its 
Divisional General Manager; the 
‘Titan Co., a subsidiary of the 
National Lead Co., and the Titan 
Co.’s Vice-President. 

The Department of Justice said 
that substantially all the important 
foreign chemical companies of the 
world were involved. Among them, 
it alleged, were the I. G.: Farben- 
industrie (German Dye _ Trust), 
Imperial Chemical Industries of 
Great Britain, the Montecatini Co, 
(Italy), and Kokusan Kogyo Kai- 
bushihi (Japan). 

The indictment alleges that. the 
defendants and their fellow-con- 
spirators divided the world into

SONG AND PIANO 
RECITAL 


The song and pianoforte recital 
by Michael Duffy and Albert Healy 
brought an audience, surprisingly 
big on a mid-summer night, to the 
Gate Theatre, Dublin, last night. 
Listening to the piano playing of 


Albert Healy, one thought it a pity: 


that this very accomplished musi- 
cian did not devote more of his 
time to the performance of elassical 
music. In a programme that ranged 
from Bach, through Beethoven and 
Chopin, to Cyril Scott, he showed 
not only first-class technical ability, 
but an analytical sense that made 
his reading of all the music interest- 
ing. True, he was not too happy 
in the opening Bach Chorales; 
whether the fault was with him or 
rather in the instrument—there was 
not the pure legato the music re- 
quired. However, there was little 
one could find fault with in his 
playing of the Beethoven Sonata in 
C sharp minor (The Moonlight). It 
was full of romance and particularly 
happy. There was a grand display 
of tone colour in the big Chopin 
Scherzo in B flat minor—with splen- 
did contrasts. Very colourful and 
descriptive, too, was the treatment 
of the Ritual Fire Dance of De 
Falla. All round a very fine even- 
ing’s pianoforte playing, which, it 
is to be hoped, is but the beginning 
of many such recitals by this excel- 
lent player. 

Michael Duffy has a tenor voice 
of a pleasant, distinctive quality. I¢ 
is still in the malleable stages, and 
very wisely he confined himself last 
night to songs well within hig range. 
The result was some easy, natural 
and entertaining singing. In the 
opening group he did not quite 
catch the mood of the Elizabethans, 
but was satisfying in his simple 
reading of Handel’s “ Art Thou 
Troubled.’’ Of a Schubert group, 
one liked best ‘‘ Softly Murmuring 
Stream ” and “ The Rose Bud.” He 
was happiest in his Irish group, 
notably two North-western tradi- 
tional songs arranged by P. E. 
Murphy, where there was a nice 
melodic line and good phrasing. 
The singer must guard against liber- 
ties with note values. Patrick 
Murphy -was an efficient accom-

. Alderman Martin O'Sullivan 
last night was elected Lord Mayor 
of Dublin by a unanimous vote of 
the Corporation, It is nearly forty 
years since a Labour candidate 
previously was elected, and Labour 
at that time was far from the 
power which it has become in the 
interval, Alderman O’Sullivan’s 
election: was unanimous. There 
were three possible candidates— 
Alderman Peadar Doyle, who has 
held the office of Lord Mayor for 
the past two years; Mr. Cormac 
Breathnach, maintaining the 
interests of the Fianna Fail 
Party, and the successful candi- 
date. If a poll had been held, 
Labour could have reckoned upon 
13 votes, Fine Gael—Alderman 
Doyle’s party—upon 11, * Fianna 
Fail upon eight, and there were 
three Independents, who might 
have cast their votes any way. We 
are pleased that the appointment 
went without a division: if 
pressed, a division could have led 
to nothing except deadlock, bad 
feeling and an unnecessary post- 
ponement of all that business 
which depends upon the existence 
of a Lord Mayor. Alderman 


as a sound choice. He is well 
liked, and he has been a useful 
member of the Corporation since 
1950,. having served quietly and 
efficiently upon all of its com- 
mittees. His real work lies in 
the coming year—or, as it may 
be, years. His party possesses 
no great strength in Dail 
Eireann; but the functions of 
the Corporation of Dublin 
are very different from those of 
Dail Eireann. They are at once 
narrower and more severely prac- 
tical. The Dail, if it so pleases— 
and is sufficiently misguided—can 
waste a great deal of time in futile 
argument, in inter-party abuse, 
and in all manner of time-wasting 
dialogue. That, unfortunately, is 
accepted as a necessity in a 
national Legislature; but the 
contact of a powerful Corporation 
with its bailiwick ‘is too direct to 
admit of a waste of words, _ 

We would venture to remind 
the new Lord Mayor—not, indeed, 
that we suspect him of having 
overlooked the fact—that he is 
administrative head of a city 
which embraces more than a sixth 
part of the population of the 
twenty-six counties, and exercises 
substantially more influence, 
direct and indirect, sought for or 
unwished, than the capital city of 
so small a State has any right to 
possess. It is a city whose 
numbers have been swollen in- 
ordinately during the last fifteen 
years, and will be swollen to an 
even more dangerous extent when 
the present war is over. It 
is, in particular, a city 
of who: - inhabitants some tens of 
thousands lack civilised dwellings 
already; even more tens of 
thousands, perhaps, will lack them 
if the war ends and nothing has 
been done. or is in train, to 
supply the need. We are not au 
courant with the Corporation’s 
views, or with those of the new 
Lord Mayor in particular. It, 
and he, may have the long-sighted 
notion of diverting people from 
Dublin, and of helping’ to 
distribute them, or to keep them 
distribu:.d, throughout the re- 
mainder of the country. Alterna- 
tively—we hope not—their doctrine 
may be to let the city grow, and 
te find room for all its new 
citizens, however many they may 
be. In either case, the planning 
of Dublin for the new conditions 
that will confront it after the war 
is the one problem of consider- 
able magnitude that confronts the 
Corporation Others can be dealt 
with in routine—and by common- 
sense. The future alone matters. 
Alderman O’Sullivan stands for 
a party which has professed 
ambitious plans for the whole of 
Ireland. Can he suit those plans 
to the smaller scale of the city? 
Doubtless, he has foreseen trouble. 
Labour men are apt to be disre- 
gardful of such matters as rates— 
which have brought many a Cor- 
poration to the ground. He will 
not be permitted, as we think, to 
overlook that particular considera- 
tion; for, while he was elected 
unanimously, his party possesses 
anything rather than an absolute 
majority on the Corporation.

Training for Leisure 


In a world which, one hopes, is 
gradually awakening to the needs 
and the rights of even the least 
of its citizens, there is a growing 
realisation that modern man lives 
to work, not works to live. Ideally, 
a man ought to be able to earn 
his living at that job which is his 
pleasure also, and to gain sub- 
sistence and satisfaction from the 
same task. The organisation of 
civilised life, however, makes this 
impossible for the great majority 
of men. Only a privileged few 
have a trade or profession to which 
they can devote all their faculties— 
which is their pleasure as well as 
their work. The world needs coal- 
heavers and conveyor-belt hands as 
well as artists and craftsmen. It 
requires that certain work should 
be done, for which no man can be 
expected to live; and, in return, 
it must allow the worker a proper 
amount of leisure, in which he can 
find the satisfaction and fulfilment 
that is denied to him in his work. 
We have drifted rather into the 
way of regarding work as an end. 
in itself, and leisure merely 
as a time in which a man is 
rebuilt for further work. In 
fact, work is merely a means to 
sustain life; leisure is more 
important, for it is the oppor- 
tunity to enjoy it. Our inverted 
way of looking at the matter is 
complica- 


tion in modern life. We train

worker, unable to enjoy himself, 
pays people to supply him with 
enjoyment, ready-miade, and this 
slot-machine entertainment—such 
as is generally provided by the 
cinema—is what is usually under- 
stood by leisure occupation. Com- 
mander B. T. Coote, who has 
made an exhaustive study of this 
problem, and has had long ex- 
perience of the actual direction of 
leisure, suggested to the Dublin 


Rotary Club yesterday that no | 


real solution was possible without 
a national scheme for leisure 
activities. Essential to his plan 
is a centre—a national college— 
to supply fully-trained leaders 
for the recreational life of the 
country, These leaders, in the 
beginning, could advise upon 
leisure activities for every com- 
munity, and open the way for the 
provision of proper recreational 
facilities, and, eventually, could 
direct and lead leisure activities 
in the communities. In short, 
they could teach and help people 
to enjoy themselves. It is not 
difficult to see the possible perils 
of such a seheme—regimentation 
of youth, over-organisation leading 
to restraint on the individual and 
sapping of initiative, and all the 
rest. Yet those perils are not an 
excuse for shelving consideration of 
the matter altogether. Paternalism 
is an accepted. thing in the modern 
State; and the modern’ State 
cannot afford any longer to wash 
its hands of the workers when 
their work is done—to hur] their 
leisure time at their heads, and 
leave them to find out what to 
do with it. Interference is riot 
wanted; assistance is. At least, 
facilities for recreation must be 
provided. Dublin has three play- 
grounds for 70,000 infants, five for 
72,000 primary  school-children. 
Can we be surprised when a child 
appears in court for robbing a gas 
meter in order to go to the films?

Three years have passed since 
these maltings were closed ‘on the 
withdrawal of their commissign to | 
malt by Messrs. Arthur Guinness and 
Son, Ltd. During this time the 
proprietors of the maltings and those 
interested in the welfare of the 
people of Mountmellick have worked 
ancoasinely to have the malthouse 
re-opened. It is contended that these 
maltings have an equal right to 
exist, Just as any other maltings in 
Ireland, and have an equal claim 
for an allocation of barley, such as 
is given to every other malthouse in 
the country. p to the present 
these claims have not been recognised 
by those in authority. “ 

By the closing of the Mountmellick 
Maltings the people of that town lost 
their main industry, over eighty 
families being affected. “It would 
surely seem justifiable that every 
effort be made to give back to these 
people their means of liveithood, and 
an industry for which they have a 
traditional talent, also one well suited | 
to the agricultural output of the 
neighbourhood. 

The granting of a permit’ to"malt, 
and/or the sr oan of specialised 
units of plant for the produttian of 
malt extract at Mountmellick, would 
satisfy these rightful demands, while 
ensuring that this country was not 
lacking in a much-needed vitamin 
for the treatment of T.B., rickets 
and other diseases now so prevalent. 
At the same time it would give 
Ireland a valuable product, which, 
when home market needs were sup- 
plied, could surely be exported to 
devastated countries overseas.—

“THE LITTLE FOXES" 


HIS play has been seen here 
es alreudy in a well-played film 

- version, and the Dublin 
Theatre Guild’s production at the 
Gaiety will afford many an oppor- 
tunity of seéing how one perform- 
ance compares with the other. This 
will be easier than is usual in such 
cases, for it will be seen that the 
play was altered very little, if at 
all, for purposes of the screen. It 
will be seen, too, that the original 
stage version is exceedingly well pro- 
duced by May Carey, and very well 
played by the whole company. 

“The Little Foxes ” is a play of 
most finished characterisation, and 
much power. It is about the kind 
of people who want to grasp and 
eat the world, ‘‘ the little foxes ” of 
the Bible “ who destroy the vines.” 
The author, Lillian Hellman, who is 
one of the ablest of present-day 
American playwrights, sets her 
scene in the deep South, and gets 
together as grasping a set of 
characters as could well be imagined. 
They are at times almost outside 
imagination, so terrible is their 
greed. 

Two brothers, Oscar and Benjamin 
Hubbard, and their married sister, 
Regina Giddens, set out each to get 
the better of the other in a deal over 
the establishment of a cotton factory. 
It is a fight. to the death between 
them, and, although it is only her 
gentle husband who is seen to die, 
we get the feeling in the moment of 
her triumph over her brothers that 
his ghost will not allow her to sleep 
easily ever again. 

It is a play which opens magnifi- 
cently, but, as it goes on, the fierce 
battle of wits of these three for con- 
trol of the new business becomes just 
a little ‘grotesque as an exhibition 
of human nature, and begins to be 
a kind of lunacy in which it is 
difficult to believe. 

The part of Oscar Hubbard, which 
Robert Hennessy plays so well, dis- 
closes a full sense of this madness 
about money, and, because he makes 
it almost comic, it helps to keep the 
balance of the play: His brother, 
Benjamin, who seems so confident 
of his ability to outwit his sister, is 
probably equally mad, but Laurence 
Elyan, who played the part, has to 
make him desperately clever, and 
succeeded very well in doing so. 

It is Regina Giddens, however, 
who is the moving force in the play, 
and, in this part, Vivien Dillon had 
one of the biggest successes of her 
career. It was so far outside her 
usual scope that one could feel only 
the very greatest admiration for the 
display .2f versatility which she 
brought to the part. Her portrait 
of this woman, whose greed becomes 
almost fiendish, was a magnificent 
performance, for she kept its reality 
even when the play itself had a 
tendency to bring it beyond the 
bounds of the acceptable. : 

Another very fine performance 
was that of Eve Watkinson in the 
chattering, foolish and broken wife 
of Oscar Hubbard. It helped to 
fill with sympathy the moments of 
the play when all tenderness, pity 
and humanity would seem to have 
fled from it. Liam Gaffney had 
not a great deal to do in the part 
of Alexander Gibbens, the husband 
of Regina, but what there was he 
did with all his customary fine 
finish. The parts of the two young 
people in the play were very well 
handled by Jon Haerem and Kath- 
leen Miley, while Val Vousden and 
Ann Penhallow, as the coloured ser- 
vants, brought other moments of 
tenderness. Edward Mulhare was 
efficient in a small part.

NEW AGRICULTURAL 
ASSOCIATION 


Those’ engaged in agricultural 
science and technology are to have 
an organisation to look after their 
interests, it was announced in Dublin 
yesterday. 

Membership of the association is 
confined to persons ordinarily living 
in Ireland and holding a degree in 
agriculture, agricultural science or 
dairy science of a recognised univer- 
sity,, or being an associate of the 
Faculty of Agriculture of the Royal 
College of Science, Ireland. 

The new association, which will 
be called “ The Agricultural Science 
Association,’ has the following 
objects :—(a) To function as the re- 
presentative professional organisa- 
tion of those engaged in the de- 
velopment and re “sa of agricul- 
caved science and technology in Ire- 
land; (b) to promote the advance- 
ment of agricultural science and 
technology; (c) to protect the pro- 
fessional) interest of its members.

There are, in 
fact, over 1,200 different specimens 
of plants, grasses, and ferns “in the 
county, which is the last geographic- 
ally, but the first botanically. 


Less Milk for Adults 


The quota of milk available for 
non-priority adults will be reduced 
next week from four pints to three 
a week. Priority customers and 
children, who receive seven to four- 
teen pints a week, are unaffected. 
Last year the imposition of the 
three-pints-a-week rule was. not in- 
troduced until the middle of August, 
and, moreover, almost unlimited 
milk, instead of four pints a week, 
was available at this time of the 
year. The reason for this year’s re- 
ductions is that Lord Woolton is 
diverting much larger quantities to 
cheese and dried milk production. 


Caveat! 


In a main thoroughfare I perceive 
an advertisement—if, indeed, it may 
be called an advertisement—of a 
novel, and, [ think, regrettable type. 
It consists of an iron pole, precisely 
similar to the poles that carry the 
‘bus stop signs, bearing a metal 
plate directing attention to a cycle

So far as I am aware, this par- 
ticular cycle park—an excellent one, 
by the way—is privately owned. 
Presumedly its management must. 
have obtained permission, whether 
gratis or paid for, from the Cor- 
poration. 

While wishing well to the cycle 
park, I trust most sincerely that 
this practice of erecting permanent 
or semi-permanent signs on the foot- 
path for the benefit of private firms 
will not be permitted to extend. 
The pavements are cluttered enough 
already, what with lamp-standards, 
litter boxes and ‘bus stops. All 
these obstructions are justified by 
necessity, but it would be going too 
far altogether to increase the 
number for any reason short of 
absolute necessity. 

I would not mind so much the 
inconvenience caused to pedestrians, 
but I have a very strong affection 
for this. city, and I detest anything 
that impairs its good appearance.
